1. The amendment file on 01/28/2011 is acknowledged and enter 
by the examiner. Claims 14 and 77 are amended. Claims 1, 12, 
15-76 are cancelled. Claims 2-11, 13, 14 and 77 are currently 
pending in the instant application. 

2. The rejection of claim 77 under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd 
paragraph, is rendered moot in view of the above amendment. 

3. The rejection of claims 2-8, 11, 13, and 14 under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Pat. 5,986,046 
(Nishiyama) in view of JP 63-023933 (Sada) is rendered moot in 
view of the above amendment. 

4. The rejection of claims 9 and 10 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over U.S. Pat. 5,986,046 (Nishiyama) in view 
of JP 63-023933 (Sada) and U.S. Pat. 4,910,645 (Jonas) is 
rendered moot in view of the above amendment. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

5. The information disclosure statement (IDS) filed on 
01/28/2011 is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97 
and has been considered by the examiner.

8. There is no prior art alone or in combination that teach or 
render obvious a process for oxidative polymerization of 
precursors for the preparation of conductive polymers comprising 
a step of separating the ion exchanger from the oxidant before 
mixing the oxidant with at least one conductive polymer 
precursor as required in the amended claim 14. Therefore, claim 
14 is allowable over the prior art of record. Claims 2-11, 13, 
and 77 depend directly or indirectly from claim 14 and are 
allowable based on their dependencies.
